ryU) The Editor:— On Sunday evening I had 
occasion to go Into The ( 'lareneo to change a 
bill at the bar and, t hree or four days afterwards 
to my surprise, I was Informed by Mr. A. S. 
Hoot li that lie had a letter charging me with 
violating mv obligation as a member of I. ho 
"Hope of tho Navy Lodge Letter N." This 
is without any foundation whatever. A 
man calling himself a gentleman, accom- 
panying a lady home from church, and 
leaving her aside on the public highway unpro- 
tected to place himself in position to peep 
through ii bar window at one that wears a hotter 
hat than himself, is nothing hotter than a sneak. 
I look at him as a transgressor of all laws of ro- 
snoot and common decency. The LodgoBUsponds 
me on A. S. Booth's charge, based on what he 
claims to have spied, he on I he sidewalk and a 
wall bet ween lis. About t wo years ago a charge 
was preferred against this same A. S. Booth, 
(he was then worthy Chief Templar) by one of 
the most respootablo members of Die Order and 
community in which wolivnof havlngcoinmltted 

an out rage, lie Bat and appointed Ills own com- 
mittee i" Investigate the charge preferred 
against him. The commit Ice met , took evidence 
from witnesses, and all the evidence went to 
condemn him, Including ids own. The cominit- 
tlng verdict, was guilty. Expulsion was tho 
laws of t.ho Const.il ut ion. lull tin; committee re- 
commended t he Lodge to ninety days suspen- 
sion. Tho accused was called, confessed to 
judgment before the Lodge, and then retired. 
The Lodge took a vote and rejected the report, 
of the Committee to suspend him. which was 
the means Of losing three valuable members, 
Now, Mr. ICdltor, does not that vote rejecting 
A. S. Booth's suspension make thai Lodge noted 
for acts of llagranl inconsistency, anil It, will re- 
main tu hang over its head until Hie charier Is 

called for by tho Grand Lodge.

London, April 18. --Sexton, continuing, 
said it was absurd to attempt to suppress 
a body so strong in tho hearts of tho Irish 
and so powerfully, supported in Ireland 
and Aniorion as tho league which so far 
from being accessory to and inoitivo of 
crime labored to put it down. If tho bill 
passed it would happily hasten tho ruin of 
tho government, The day which saw the 
downfall of tho government would witness 
tho cessation of coercion (cheers.) 

Lord Hartington was greeted with cheers. 
Ho stud it was strange that the section of 
the liberals now described by the Parnell- 
itos as the great and generous liberal pat ty 
tiro tho very persons who a short timu ago 
were denounced in overy way contempt- 
ible. The house had heard only uie 
answer which Sexton thought necessary 
and sufficient to moot the charges against 
him and bis friends mado ohiotly not with- 
in but outside that Iioiiho. Could tho 
house, accept that as sufficient 1 He him- 
self publicly declared 1 1 ore was a connec- 
tion between the Irish party inj parliament 
and the Fenian assassins in America, and 
lie expected Paruell when parliament mot 
would deny the accusation and state the 
grounds of his denial. 

Paruell interrupting — "1 stated it was 
false. 1 say so still. " (Cheer*;) 

Lord Hartington- "A blank denial in 
face of opposing proof is worth nothing. 
Tho statements mado in the Times havo 
been widely circulated and havo never 
boon shown to bo wrong. Tho letter 
printed in tho Murniuij Times justified 
every syllable uttered hi associating the 
Irish party with the Fenian society. 
Ford, Emm, BrOnnail and Sullivan wore 
Fenian leaders and the statements of the 
Times proved conclusively that constant 
communications passed between Paruell 
and these persons." 

Parnell — "Will the noble lord give his 
reasons for supposing thesis gentlemen to 
lie the leaders of Fenians in America I I 
do not know them as such." 

Hartington — "My belief is based upon 
knowledge acquired when I was last in 
iiffiee (cheers.) There is also the fact that 
the statement has repeatedly been mado 
in papers without contradiction. Can 
Parnell deny knowing that Alexander 
Sullivan lias been the leader of tho Clan 
Na Gael." Sexton has alleged as tho 
reason why criminal action has not been 
taken agninst papers tho impossibility 
of getting a fair verdict from a British 
jury. That excuse is not one that will 
havo any weight with the people in the 
face of such grave personal imputations. 
Tho country will not fail to attach due 
weight to the fact that the Irish members 
shirked the opportunity for disproving 
those charges under oath. It has not been 
denied that Parnell and Sexton have boon 
members 'of the league with Egan, Bron- 
nan, Boynton and Sheridan. Sexton has 
denied t hat Egan and Sheridan are on the 
executive committee but not that they 
were among tho chief organizers of the 
league. " 

Sexton— "They never weru anything of 
the kind." 

Hurtiiigton— 'They were prominent 
members then. The assertion in tho 
Times is that Borne of these men advo- 
cated assassination; that others were im- 
plicated in conspiracy and murder." 

Dillon — "Two of these gentlemen acted 
tinder me. I was chief organizer of the 
land league. When did they make 
speeches advocating murder I" 

Hartington "In '80 and '81." Con- 
tinuing, Hartington said, he would hot 
make himself responsible for the state- 
moots in tho Times, but would quote 
them. It was open to the Farnellites to 
disprove them if they thought it, possible 
to do so. (Cheers.) The Land League 
and National League received largo sums 
collected in America through the agency 
of the Irish World paper, which openly 
advocated dynamite and assassination. It 
has been stated that T. I'. O'Connor was 
in communication with Ford, and that 
when the American land league was 
founded, having for its promoters Egan, 
Jbenimn, Sheridan, Bpynton and Sullivan, 
a telegram from Parnell to the convention 
acknowledged it to havo been the most 
representative meeting over assembled to 
express Irish (•pinion. 

T. P. O'Connor — "Why do you not 1 
mention that I was present at the Chicago 
convention of '8.'!, sitting between 
O'Donovah Rossa and Ford, and sug- 
gest that by my silence 1 approved of the 
new campaign, of murder and arson in 
England i" 

"Ho bad not noticed that in the Times, 
but ho asserted that O'Connor was in '83 
in communication with Ford." 

"That was a lie" shouted O'Connor. 

Hartington -"These charges were, 
criminal libels if untrue,- exposing tho 
paper to criminal prosecution if ventured 
upon," (Cheers.) 

Hartington proceeded to n long dis- 
cussion of the bill. "The liberals who 
opposed coercion excused themselves upon 
the ground now that the home rulers must 
oppose coercion, but that wiih no reason 
for tho country which unmistakably pro- 
nounced against home rule at the last 
election. It is enough for parliament to 
be convinced tl i t law did not prevail in 
Ireland, that ttiv league law is supersed- 
ing ordinary law. It is certain that the 
government would succeed in restoring 
authority to tho law. It is impossible 
that the government of a great country 
should bo permanently paralyzed by the 
machinations of secret societies." 

Gladstone, upon rising, was loudly 
cheered. Hp said, that if Hie bill passed 
political subscriptions from America, 
which some of the speakers condemned, 
were likely to increase, not Irish sub- 
scriptions alone, but those humane con- 
tributions which were reflecting such 
splendid light upon America. Ho and 
his supporters bad been charged with in- 
conflistonoy ill proposing coercion in 
former times and opposing it now. He 
might admit a feeling of shame ovor the 
failure of coercion, but he did not refuse 
the lessons experienced. (Cheers.) Ho 
believed, and so seemingly did the con- 
servatives, of 'Kb that though coercion in 
'82 reduced the amount of crime, it mado 
the Irish more determined than over to 
combine, Fiiidingnopermanentrosultfrom 
that course the liberals looked to some 
other. Tho mandate given at the last, 
election was the government of Ireland 
withuut coercion. When tho liberals 



passed tho coercion bill they passed re- 
medial measures also. Were tho govern- 
ment's remedial proposals a reality or an 
imposture? (Cheers.) lie would with- 
draw that expression and say "illusion." 
Did tho government intend to stand or 
fall by their relief bill before they went to 
a division. He hoped and expected 'they 
would give a clear, unmistakable, un- 
equivocal answer to that question. Glad- 
stone complained' that the government 
had withheld from parliament information 
regarding tho statu of crime in Ireland, of 
which there had been no sufficient increase 
to justify the bill. The only increase was 
in menacing letters. Were these out- 
rages I (A voice, "Yes.") Then he had 
been subject, to hundreds of outrages. 
(Laughter.) But they were also perpe- 
trated by what was known as tho "Loyal 
law-abiding party of Ireland. (Parnollito 
cheers.) They proceeded 'from the most 
pious persons in the kingdom, mostly at 
the time of the disestablishment of the 
Irish church. (Laughter.) Proceeding to 
deal with the bill, Gladstone contended 
that the clauses embodying the "White- 
Hoy Act" ought to be set out in the fullest 
sense. The bill was to suppress any com- 
bination to secure a reduction of runt. He 
repelled the repudiated allegation that it 
was a crimes' bill; it was not intended to 
suppress existent crimes known to tho 
law but was a bill that made things crimes 
that never were crimes. Conspiracy was 
already punishable as a crime, therefore 
the int roduction of a conspiracy clause in 
tho present bill might fairly bu called non- 
sense. The tenant refusing to pay rent 
hud the prospect held oui to bini of ob- 
taining a reduction. By becoming bank- 
rupt at the same time he would get a 
benclit of six months. (Laughter.) Was 
the bill aimed at the nation I (Parnollito 
cheers.) The boycotting done, in England 
especially among the upper classes was 
done in wantonness. In Ireland it was 
done from necessity. The more bills of 
this kind passed the house the more would 
they strengthen Parnell's influence. He 
had no doubt the bill would lead to tho 
increase of crime and secret societies. 
Legislation against a nation is vain and 
futile. Combinations in Ireland could not 
bo suppressed, The question was by 
whom were these combinations to 
be L'uided 1 lie maintained by 
those responsible to parliament not by 
secret agents. The government was most 
unwillingly going to encourage even ex- 
treme forms of violence. In his opinion 
those familiar with the idea of dynamite 
and daggers looked with'aatisfact ion upon 
the proceedings of the present govern- 
ment (cheers.) In his view the bill was 
poison. He would not present it to the 
lips' of Ireland. it must be presented by 
another hand and it would be all honor 
and source of happiness to him to think 
ho was permitted to havo the smallest 
share in dashing it. to tho ground. Glad- 
stone resumed his scat amid loud cheers. 

Balfour and Parnell rose together. 
After standing some time amid cheers the 
speaker recognized Balfour. Ho began 
by advising Sexton if lie could to bring an 
action for libel against the ~i»iCA- as tho 
best way to refute the charges made by 
that paper. As to the pledge asked by 
Gladstone with reference to the land bill, 
he said of course tho government was 
Committed to every bill of first-class im- 
portance. In conclusion, speaking from 
experience, he should say what failed in 
the past 50 years in Ireland was not coer- 
cion but remedial legislation, and much as 
ho desired equal treatment for England 
and Ireland he felt it useless to attempt to 
build up a system of equality on the shift- 
ing sands of Irish lawlessness (cheers.) 

Parnell followed and said Balfour with 
characteristic unfairness refused him at a 
time when his words would have reached 
the outside world, lie. bad only craved 
ton minutes to refer to the vile, bare 
faced forgery printed in tho Times ob- 
viously for no other purpose than to 
influence the division. lie thought he 
was entitled to have an opportunity to 
expose this deliberate attempt to blacken 
bis character in time to roaoh the outside 
world. There was no chance now. In ad- 
dition to passing this coercion bill the dice 
iiad been loaded and the great organs of 
public opinion would be permitted 
50 play the parts of the miserable 
:rcat tires who bad produced the scandal. 

April I!) Mr. Parnell, continuing his 
iddress, staled that when be first beard 
if the concoction (referring to the Times' 
letter) at the time lie supposed Borne 
autograph of his bad fallen into the hands 
of some person for whom it was not in- 
nded, but be had seen the letter and he 
w plainly that the signature was an 
idaeious, unblushing fabrication. He 
failed to understand how the conductors 
of what used to be a respectable journal 
could have been so hoaxed and bam- 
boi zled into publishing such a letter as 
being his. (('beers.) Members who com- 
pared t he forgery with his signal tire 
would see that onl} - two letters forged in 
the signature bore any resemblance to 
his autograph. The Timet could have 
seen the same. He never heard of, nor 
saw any such letter until it appeared 
in the Times. (Parnollito cheers.) Its 
phraseology was absurd and its purport 
preposterous, and every part of it bore 
the evidence of absolute and irrefrtvgiblo 
want of genuineness. He never had 
known the late Mr. Forster's Jifa to ho in 
danger, in consequence of conspiracy 
against him. lie did not know anything 
of the conspiracy or the invincil.les. No- 



which ho admits ho sometimes gives to 
enquirers written on the top of a sheet of 
note paper, or possibly a signature for the 
use of his private secretary, which fell 
into unscrupulous hands. Now, however, 
lie asserts that tho signature is forged. 
The discrepancies as he points them out 
to prove thtB are extromoly unlikely. We 
possess sovoral undoubted examples of 
his signature, and in our deliberate judg- 
ment there can be no doubt tho letter is 
genuine,

TOO GAUZY. 

What a great head tho Times man has! 
He knows it all. When he has spoken, 
no more remains to be said. Thenceforth 
all poor mortals must, figuratively speak- 
ing, tak« a back seat and respectfully how- 
to tho superior wisdom of tho great par- 
liamentary authority who condescends oc- 
casionally to enlighten hi" bsnighted 
fellows as to just what is tho correct 
thin^. Under the subterfuge of pre- 
tending to believo that every act passed 
by the legislative assembly can be attri- 
butable to, and falls upon the shoulders 
of, the government, he would endeavor to 
insinuate that the present administration 
was entirely responsible for tho Liquor 
license act passed during the session. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the amend; 
ment was the act of a private member and 
that it was bitterly opposed by ono of 
tho two members of the government in 
tho House, he would yet endeavor to make 
the electors of Oowichan believe that tho 
executive was a unit in favor of the 
amendment to tho municipalities' act. 
As a great constitutional authority 
the Times is undoubtedly pre-eminent. 
It constitutionally (of course) decided that 
the Smiths government would bo smashed 
into smithereens, and on tho highest con- 
stitutional grounds it announced that 
Edward Blake would become premier of 
Canada. No algebraical formula was more 
correct than our visionary contemporary s 
logical deduction, and yet — the Smithe 
government was triumphantly victorious, 
and Sir John Macdonald continues by a 
large majority to rule over the destinies 
of Canada. Tho fact is the groat mind 
which is bohind tho Times "protests too 
much" — if ho would stick to facts he 
would probably in time succoed in accom- 
plishing something for his friends. Thu 
truth of tho matter in question is that 
tho amendment to tho Municipalities' 
Aot granting power with certain condi- 
tions to issue liquor licenses in any 
municipality on a line of railway was in- 
troduced by Mr. Theodore Davie, that it 
was strenuously opposed in a brilliant 
speech by tho Hon. J ohn Robson, but was 
carried in the house. Simply this and 
nothing more. The provincial secretary 
spoke several times against the amend- 
ment and is thus reported : 

"Cov/ichan municipality whs opposed to 
this kind of thing, and what position he 
would ask would this house be in if it was 
going to force licensed houses upon them 
against their will. It was because they 
wore opposed to them that this very mo- 
tion was brought forward. It was a high- 
handed proceeding. If the public can not 
travel 70 miles without going to a gin 
mill they had better carry pocket pistols 
with them." 

Among tho nays who numbered seven 
were Messrs. Robson, Higgins and Baker, 
while of the opposition only Beaven, Lad- 
nor, Grant and Stenhouso opposed the 
bill, tho other members of that party vot- 
ing in favor of it. The electors of Cow- 
ichan know the Times too well by ibis 
time to believe anything it says, and they 
can readily see that in telling half the 
truth that journal is anxious to prejudice 
their minds for its own base purposon, in 
defiance of all truth, all reason, and all 
justice. 

NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERMEN. 

Advices from tho east state that there 
will, during the present season, be a large 
emigration to this coast. A party of New- 
foundland fishermen are expected hero 
daily and if sulliciont inducements are 
held out to them they will only be the ad- 
vance guard of a largo body of their fol- 
low countrymen anxious to make homes 
for themselves in this province. Every 
facility should ho tendered them in the 
prosecution of their search, and every ef- 
fort made to give them a good idea of our 
reoources. It is probable that tho cod 
fisheries of the north coast will claim their 
attention and thoy will bu at home on the 
vast, undeveloped, but rich, banks which 
promise to become in titno so groat a 
source of wealth to British Columbia. 
Tho result of the trip by an exploring 
party last year under the direction of the 
minister of marine and fisheries was highly 
successful, and on tho return of the Path- 
finder tho prediction was made that only 
a fow years would witness such a develop- 
ment in the northern waters as could not 
have boon otherwise possible, It u. well- 
known that ft great tide of discontent, ha.i 
boon swooping over Newfoundland in con- 
sequence of legalized French encroach- 
ment upon the jOniild Banks, and that in 
consequence its people are only too willing 
to come to this coast if tlmy can ho assur- 
ed of success. The Dominion and pro- 
vincial authorities ought, to make jt a 
point to oncourago such desirahlo settlors 
and ovon at a little expense impress tliem 
with our illimitable fishing resources which 
only requiro development. If fche avaiU' 
coweurs of tho largo body of Newfound- 
landers who meditate settlement hero 
find that no helping hand is held , (^jr to 
thorn thoy may leave hero in ilisgust, and 
by tho result of thuir visit, will tho actions 



of their follows bo governed. Such a. 
chance ns is now afforded by the proposed 
emigration of -the best cod fishermen per- 
haps in tho world, hardy, skilled, honest 
and industrious men, should not be allow- 
ed to slip through our lingers, but should 
be takon advantngo of in tho fullest do- 
gree possible. 

REAL AUDIT NECESSARY. 

Tho revelation mnde in tho Water 
Works inquiry, says tho Toronto Globe, 
on Wednesday last, show how necessary it, 
is that there should ho a thorough and 
perfectly independent audit of municipal 
accounts. Year after year auditors ex- 
amine tho accounts and make reports, but 
unless by accident or otherwise attention 
is directed to soino misappropriation or 
defalcation, tho auditors seldom discover 
anything wrong. Nothing seems more 
easy than to cook accounts in such a way 
as to doeoivo the ordinary auditor. It 
camo out in the Water Works inquiry 
that in April, 1884, Mr. Morris, of the 
receiving department, received a cheque 
for $555 which belonged to the tax col- 
lecting department. It was said that ho 
credited tho amount on his hooks, but 
strange to say no surplus appeared, and 
the mistake, if such it was, was only dis- 
covered by accident at tho end of two 
years, How could such a mistake as that 
have escaped observation if tho audit of 
these accounts were of any real value/ 
Who pays as much as $666 for a quarter's 
water? Mr. Morris when spoken to 
alleged that the money hud gone to the 
credit of the city. So could not show 
that there was any surplus, however, and 
ho could only say that ho would examine 
the books to find out, if there wore not, 
othor sums to balance this. If the 
amount was entered as is alleged, it must 
have been balanced in some way. One of 
the ollioials sent for the hook in which the 
entry was made but failed to find it. An 
audit to be of value must, bo much more 
than the merely ascertaining whether ac- 
counts baltmce,and whether there are forall 
expenditures what seem In be vouchors. 
To obtain such nil audit, the auditor mnsl 
In- competent and thoroughly indepen- 
dent, and must have power to direct how 
accounts shall 1)0 kept. To secure a 
thorough and satisfactory audit we must 
have competent and independent auditors, 
men, who knowing their duty, will not 
fear to discharge if faithfully.

FRENCH TuSKERSLEN 

To Be Prevented From Entering; Canadian 
Inland Waters. 

London, April 1). — None of the morn- 
ing papers sp::ak of the memorandum is- 
sued by President Cleveland yeHterday 
concerning his views of the retaliatory 
legislation passed by Congress against 
Canada, but tile Timet devoted a good 
deal of space to another phase of tho Can- 
adian fishery question. It appears that 
the Newfoundland legislature passed an 
Act recently to forbid French fishermen 
from coining to their inland waters to take 
or purchase bait. The Imperial Govern- 
ment hero lias declined to approve this 
Act until after the fishing season is over 
on account of the pretext made by the 
French Government that French fisher- 
men are now under way and that great loss 
would ensue if they should now be shut 
off from their source of supplies. 

Meanwhile the fishermen of New- 
foundland are threatened with starva- 
tion. The ports of the t inted States aro 
to be closed against them and French fish- 
ermen undersell them ill France, so that 
they can't go there. They, therefore, 
have made an appeal to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment here for relief in the shape of 
damages. The Times advocates payment 
of a bounty to these fishermen and the 
closing out of French fishermen from the 
privileges of inland waters during the next 
Balling season. 

AS OTHERS SEE US. 

An Englishman's Interesting Notes upon our 
Pacific l'rovlnce. 

An interesting description of British 
Columbia from the pen of J. Ward, ap- 
peared ill a recent number of the London 
Field. Breaking of Victoria be, says:— 

" Here you may see — although the 
houses are for the most part built of 
wood, which is so abundant in the near 
neighborhood, ami especially on the main- 
land — tine wide streets; plenty of shops, 
ivhoro I think most of the usual luxuries 
pf civilization, as at home, may he pro- 
cured, in addition to the more useful 
articles in demand; churches and chapels 
jli abundance; daily papers; postal facili- 
ties M'ld telegraph; a school board, the 
plection of the representatives of which 
Was going on at the time of my recent 
visit, in which contest some of the ladies 
seemed to be taking a very earnest part; 
a liru brigade, and facilities for giving 
prompt information in case of the out- 
break of that destructive element, which 
Unfortunate Vancouver would, it is pre- 
sumed, hardly have provided in ite ex- 
treme youth; anil, not least, the electric 
light, whjch ever and anon sends forth its 
dazzling light from ths high top of tower- 
ing standards. 

•'Nor Would it be other than germane 
tw the Hubjecf to speak of tho lovely vis- 
ions of the adjacent hay, with its varied 
land-locked estuaries, relieved by living 
green; nor of the distant, snow-clad 
summits and glacier-bearing ravines, and 
of the gorgeous effects of sunlight and 
shadow, Boa and mountain scenery, which 
attract the eye— scenes which may well 
sorve to refresh and to relievo the monot- 
ony of tho stern realities of duty requiring 
our attention, it may be, under less favor- 
able and picturesque surroundings. " 

Further on ho alludes to tho district 
west of tho Rocky mountains; 

"It is to the district west of the Rooky 
nnainpiiiis, which nature 1ms allotted, lis 
it would 'seem, rather for the growth of 
timber and to the miner, that I would 
now draw attention. In addition to largo 
forests, abutting on navigable waters, now 
proving a source of wealth, its highly 
productive salmon canneries, and extons 
lve deposits of the best bituminous coal 
found on the Pacific coast, it has indica- 
tions of vast deposits of the precious met- 
als, inviting the search of tho prospector 



Its mineral wealth first attracted people 
io its shores in 1868, and the results of 
tho operations at Cariboo and other gold 
fields are said to have been unparalleled. 
A sturdy class of men, accustomed to fch<3 
privations of pkmooring, pushed their way 
far into tho interior through a rough and 
unknown region, and, enriching them- 
selves with golden fruits, returned on the 
appoach of winter to tho coast, there 
•helping to build its cities and tho towns 
by their adventurous gains, hundreds of 
milos to tho south. And yet, with tho 
exception of coal mining, at Nanaimo and 
elsewhere north of Victoria, on the island 
of Vancouver, littlo has yet been done in 
tho way of systematic mining; in fact, the 
mineral resources' of this promising region 
aro as yet but little known, and, as it 
would appear, still less appreciated by the 
British public. 

Tho isolation of tho territory — now 
happily effectually overcome— and mis- 
conception regarding its climate and re- 
sources, have been largely the cause of 
this neglect to receive that share of Brit- 
ish colonial development which its natural 
advantages would seem so thoroughly to 
warrant.

A Cottauo Near Dublin Presented by Friends. 

Duhlin, April 10. — The friends of 
Michael Davitt have for some time been 
collecting funds to buy lidcnsville Cottage 
at Bray, nine miles southeast of Dublin, 
and the other day the place was presented 
to Mrs. Davitt. The cottage has been 
furnished throughout and the garden well 
looked after.

The coroner in summing 
up the case said that all the evidence 
submitted pointed in one direction, and 
that was that Louis, the Indian in cus- 
tody, was the guilty party. Tbo jury, 
however, returned an open verdict that 
the deceased came to her death from a 
gunshot wound at t he hands of some party 
or parties unknown. Louis is still in 
custody, and his case is being enquired 
into before a magistrate. He is charged 
with murder. 

In II Murder ? 

Otlicer Moresby, says the Columbian* 
yesterday received information that a 
klootchman had beon murdered at Co- 
quitlam. Shortly afterwards he arrested 
one Louis Hodge, a halfbrccd, on suspi- 
cion of being connected with tho crime. 
This morning ho issued instructions to 
have tho body of the squaw brought to the 
city, which was done. Dr. DoWolfe 
Smith hold a post-mortem examination on 
the hoily this afternoon, and an inquest is 
being Held as we go to press. From evi- 
dence given at tho inquest it- appears that 
a party of Indians, eight, or ten in number, 
got possession of a quantity of whisky yes- 
terday morning and proceeded to till 
themselves with it. During the carousal 
that ensued, it is supposed tho dead 
klootchman received her injuries. The 
jury returned u verdict that deceased 
oanio to her death from excessive use of 
alcohol. 



OUR MINERAL WEALTH. 

Further rroois that Our Province is Blch in the 
l'reclous Metals. 

Mr. G. B. Wright, who is at present at 
tho Driard, has made an exhaustive en- 
quiry into the treatment of sulphuret and 
galena ores, as practised at tho city of 
Denver, Colorado. Ho visited tho most 
important works thoro, and was allowed 
overy opportunity to acquire tho know- 
ledge which he was seeking, and has come 
back convinced that tho minerals of this 
province are soon destined to be exten- 
sively worked. Thoro is a great deal of 
inquiry in tho oast regal ding British Col- 
umbia s mineral resources, and capital in 
plenty is procurable if the roports that 
have boon sunt forth through tho press 
concerning our mines are proved to be 
correct. Mr. Wright took working sam- 
ples of galena from Illocillowaot, in tho Sol- 
kirks, and tho result secured from prac- 
tical tests made in Denver have beon bo 
good that smelting works will be erected 
this summer at Illicillewaot station for tho 
purpose of treating tho ore. . Machinery 
is now on tbo way so that the company 
may at once go to work and dovolop their 
proporty, w hich is said to bo ono of tho 
richest yet known. 

Mr. Wright also took with him an aver- 
ago sample of tho rock from tho Island 
Mountain Ledgo, owned by Mr. P. Dun- 
levy. This was smelted and gave a hand- 
some return. But tho most important 
fact proved is that Island Mountain ore 
can bo successfully treated, and nearly tbo 
full assay value of gold saved by tho mode 
practisod at Denver, which is tho rovor- 
batory process. This is a fact that should 
bo the subject of congratulation, for it 
proves conclusively that tho numerous 
rich bodies of sulpheretic ores that are to 
be found in Cariboo District are capable 
of being treated so as to yield satisfactory 
returns. Tbo ores are of the very best 
character, containing tho necessary ingre- 
dients tojlllow of their bomg cheaply and 
profitably worked. 

It would appear from these and other 
results that the province is on the eve of 
a mineral development, which will be the 
means of reviving business and adding to 
our wealth to an incalculable oxtont. It 
has been contended rill along that the 
mineral bearing rocks of this province 
are of an extensive and rich character, 
and what little has been done so far has 
added to tho truth of tho contention. 
Practical men who have examined the 
ledges have ex pressed themselves as as- 
tounded with their richness. Samples 
sent for tost to tho most reliable metal- 
lurgists have given results of a highly sat- 
isfactory nature. It now remains for men 
of capital, and there are many such seek- 
ing paying mining investments, to pro- 
vide the lever whereby the immense min- 
eral deposits known to exist in many por- 
tions of British Columbia may bo devel- 
oped and bring abundant prosperity to this 
province as a whole and enrich tho in- 
vestors. 

THE COWICHAN ELECTION. 

The Writ Issued Yesterday -Nominations in 
Eight Days. 

The writ for the election in Cowichan 
was issued yesterday. The law relating 
to by-elections provides that the nomina- 
tions shall take place eight days after the 
notices have been posted up and the elec- 
tion as soon as convenient after tho nomi- 
nations. As Cowichan is a compact 
district it will not be necessary for more 
than a few days to elapse between the 
nominations and the election. Mr. H. O. 
Wolburn, of Somenos, has been appointed 
returning officer, vice Fry rosigned. There 
are now three candidates out for tho vacant 
seat— -Messrs Sutton, Evans and Fry. Mr. 
Welburn withdrew in favor of Mr. Sut- 
ton, the government candidate. Mr. 
Fvans is an out and oppositionist and 
comes before the electors as such. Mr. 
Fry, whatever he may profess, is in real- 
ity playing into tho opposition's hand, 
and must be regarded and treated as run- 
ning in the opposition interest. All re- 
ports confirm the belief that the people 
of Cowichan have no intention of return- 
ing a man in opposition to tho colleagues 
of their late representative, and that Mr. 
Sutton's election is assured.

The Yosemite left the city to-day with 
a very valuable cargo on board. This 
cargo consisted of three carloads of wdiis- 
kuy, eleven carloads »f sugar, three car- 
loads of agricultural implements, thirty 
head of cattle and a largo quantity of mis- 
cellaneous freight. Tho total value of 
this cargo is estimated at nearly $75,000, 
and its weight at about 1180 tons, or ovor 
500 tons measurement. In all probability 
it is one of tho most valuable cargoes the 
yosemite has ever carried,

SUPREME COURT. 

[Before .Mr. Justice Walkem.l 

TuEHDAY, April ID. 
Wise vs. Tuttlo and others.- In this 
case, which is set for trial with a special 
jury for Friday, tho 29th instant, Mr. 
Richards, tj. 0.,with whom was Mr.Hott, 
applied to his lordship for an order to 
have tho bond for $2,200 given by the de- 
fendants with Messrs. Loewon & Erb as 
sureties, delivered up to bo cancelled. 

Mr. T. Davie, for the plaintiff, opposed 
the Application on tho ground that the 
full court had directed that the bond I 
loft with the plaintiff for what it was 
worth, and it, would be contrary to the 
decision of the full court, for a single judge 
now to, interfere. The pluintiH's conten- 
tion was that the bond is in full force. 

If being stated that, tho defendants had 
deposited the amount of the bond with 
the sureties, Messrs. Loewen it Brb| his 
lordship said that he had always hold trim 
view (speaking for himself only) that tho 
bond was exhausted and worthless"; but 
the fact of the deposit of the money, of 
which he was only now aware, made it an 
object with tho plaintiff to retain tlio bond 
and ho, the learned judge, could not in 
faoo of the decision of the full court, now 
take it out of bite plaintiffs custody. The 
full court had decidud that the bond 
should be subject to tho order of the judge 
who should preside at the trial, and lie 
would make no other order.
